When a dealer wishes to add a knock 
down argument to all he has said about the 
merits ot the breed of fowls he hat for tale, 
he urges that their flesh Is of extra quality, 
New there Is no breed of fowls under the 
tun, the ohlokens of whfoh, If well fed all 
their lives, will not be tender, j uioy and 
toothsome if killed befeie they are too eld. 
And there It no breed that will be plump, 
tender and fit for the table unless fed thus. 
Mind, we do not say that there Is no dtflir- 
enoe at all in breeds, but we say, that of 
the two things, the breed and feeding, the 
latter is most Important. 

The white of an egg has proved to be the 
meat cfficaolous remedy for bnrnr. Seven 
or eight suooesslve applications of this sub¬ 
stance will soothe the pain and efleotually 
exolude the burn from the air. This simple 
remedy seems preferable to oelledlen, or 
even ootton. Extraordinary stories are told 
of the healing properties of a new oil, whioh 
is easily made from the yolks of hens' egg*. 
The eggs are first boiled hard, and the yolks 
are then removed, crushed and plaoed over 
a fire, where they are carefully stiired nntil 
the whole substanoo Is just on the point of 
oatohlcg fire, when the oil separates and 
may be poured eft, One yolk will yield 
nearly two teaspoonfuls of oil. It la in gen¬ 
eral use In South Russia as a means of curing 
outs, braises and soratohes. 

I think the lime-dust treatment the best 
of all oures for gaps* in ohioken*. It is 
cheap, simple and efteotive. I put a whole 
brood of ohlokens in a peok measure with a 
bag ever the top. A barrel partly filled 
with air-slaked lime, as dry as powder, was 
turned on Its aide and the lime was stirred 
with a stiok until the whole banrel was filled 
with lime floating in the air. The ohlokens 
were pnt in this, with the bag over the 
mouth of the barrel, They were put into 
the dust three times, not more than a min¬ 
ute eaoh time. They should be kept in the 
measure all the time. We let one brood 
stay In too long and lest five out of seven. 
The windpipes of the dead ohlckent were 
found more than halt filled with gape worms, 
whioh made it more difficult for them to 
breathe. My little sen, seven years old, 
treat* his ohlokens in this way suooessfally, 
The lime o*n he slaked with water and then 
allowed to dry so as to powder. A lot of 
lime thus prepared will last for years foi 
this purpose.

S*mettia*ttooa*Ixconvlot*dMrvante, vf*, 
'oar whit* men, on* whit* woman, and on* 
nnlatt* man, living with several master* on 
EUppabannork River, combined together to 
on away, and accordingly stele a boat, went 
town the river to the bay, and proceeded to 
;he month of York R'.vrr, where they met 
with an old man and his boy in a small sleep 
<eing to oarry com from one part ol the bay 
te another. They leroed the man and boy 
so smrender the sloop and gave them the 
boat whloh they had. Then they prooeeded 
in the sloop toward New York, bnt, by their 
mskilfnlness in navigation and oontrary 
winds, they were kept ont so long that they 
wer* almost perished with hunger. At 
length they were met by Capt. Long in his 
Majesty's ship the——. The oonvlots told 
the Captain a formal story that they sailed 
from London In a ship bound for these ports, 
bnt were unfortunately met with by pirates 
sn this ooast, who took them and their ship, 
strippsd them of all, and turned them (jiser 
oreaturer) adrift in that little sleep, ifcj. The 
Captain had oompasslon on them, took them 
an tourd, ordered them to be better olothed 
and fed, and so preoeeded toward Virginia. 
Meantime one of the man-of war’* sailors, 
rummaging their little sleep, found seme 
eorews and rollers, whs immediately Inform¬ 
ed the Captain of it, and told him that as 
those things were used in no other country 
than Virginia or Maryland for rolling tobao 
oe, he believed these people were runaways 
from thenoe, and had imposed falsehoods on 
him, The Captain thereupon ordered one of 
them (t yoaog man of better oountenanoe 
than the rest) to be brought to him, who, 
upon examination, confessed the whole story 
of their running away, and taking the poor 
old man’s sloop from him. They were se- 
oured, and when the ship arrived in Virginia 
were delivered up to jastioe, committed to 
prison, and were last week tried at this oity 
by a Court of Admiralty, were found guilty 
of plraoy, and all six reoelved sentenoe of 
death.
